State Dulles said today the admin- 
istration intends to make a new 
bid for its long range foreign aid 
proposal when the foreign aid bill 
comes before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee.

fact at recent London conferences, 
as had been reported. 


The report was that Khrushchev

t him from Khrushchev. Dulles
